I I was a victim of Germanism; I 
I was in Belgium on 3rd of August when 
the ultlmartum was served on BeJgiuea. 
Responne was Inmwdiate — a wave 
'of indignathm followed by entbusiwn. 
—What — a Qerman Kaiser uMom s 
saçrlflce of honour «from UttSe Bel- 
gium? It took 24 hours before answer; 
was known but the next day the pro- 
position was rejected by iMuntmous 
decision of the King and Oorenunent 
Then followed Invasion and chapter 
of horrors. I was there and felt my 
country was at war and my lUtle 
uâaptei country outraeed, so offered 
my MFTlces in treating the wounded, 
and so Jtutifled my conscience. 

In St. Elizabeth Hospital in Ant- 
werp we bad the usual painful spec- 
tades of war. Antwerp is surround- 
ed by a wall, an fniterior line of torta 
sad an ezteridr line of forts. In Ant- 
weiv were the headquartters of the 
Belgian army. The city was besieged 
in order to try and wipe out from the 
minds oC tbe Oemân people the de- 
feat o( the SSame. They attacked the

cans, the Indians, the Mormons, etc 
One story Miss Laughlln told in this 
connection waa that, of a little Mormon 
girl, who herded aheep in the noun- 
tains, all alone with her dog for a 
whole year, so as to earn the money to 
come to one oif the Miatlon boarding 
schools. Her father, when asked why 



he had let his daughter go to a 
Christian school, said Hut it was be- 
oauae he bad heard they were so much 
lite to live with when they came 
hon^e— wUch la a thirly eood reoomr 
mendatlon for the training of the 
school. Work in such schools as these 
ia very fascinating, tor tbe glrle sim- 
ply devour everything tbey are told, 
and it ia a maryelloug aftiracle o wateb 
tbem grow and pntgreaa. 

Tbe second Idad oC Serrlce is to 
work acientiflcally aipong foreigners 
in New York. The students live in a 
Settlement House, and do practical 
work there, while at tbe same time 
they take theorétle^ courses in So«i- 
Then camefology at Columbia UalTerslty. At tba 
end of one year you receive a certifi- 
cate which enables you to do work in 
any branch of Social Service, and at 
the end of two years, an M.A. degree 
in Sociology. Tbia should be a very 
aaligbtful post-graduate courae to 
take, for tbe tuition is only about |160, 
and the <bbard is given tree at the 
Settlement in return for the work 
done. One of the graduates of tliis 
course went into a miaing community, 
where at first tb« two nwHit f roninsnt. 
public buildings were an anarchist 
hall and a saloon. The latter h«s now 
been converted into a Community 
House, and every one in tbe dlatrlct 
has come under the influence of this 
enthusiastic girl, who has worked 
wonders during her short stay. This 
work, however, of uplifting and cheer- 
ing a whole community could not be 
done except by a trained worker, and 
it is to prepare atudemts for such work 
tbat the course in New York has been 
specially designed. 

Than, ]B»L of ail, tb«re ia tbe Service 
in foreign lands, which used to seem 
so far away, but which have been 
brought especially cloae during the 
past few years. A letter from a girl 
In Slam spoke of organizing a Red 
Cross Chapter and a Ganteen-rjnst tbe 
very same tbings that girls in Canada 
have been doing. Whatever talents 
you possess can be utilized to tbe very 
best advantage in China, or India, or 
Japan, for there are countless open- 
ings for girls who can teach, er sing, 
or play, or cook, etc.

FOUR YEARS IN 
GERMAN PRISON. 
BYDJ^BEUNO 

(Continued from Pan 1.) 
Blan. "Yon nead ut sa anmy," be 
Mid. W« ranataod aa4 ae did ha. HIa 

name waa Goeliiur «ad ba ka4 lived 
and travelled In foreUa couatriea ao 
had acquired somo "International 
vamlati," aitd loet a Uttle Proasiaii- 
ism. After titrée months be left and 
a ttm days later, another one, — the 
real Pruaslan article arrlv«d to be 
billeted. This waa a capUln, dis- 
agreeable and alvays diaceatented. 
He left, after t weeks. 
. We now decided to leave Belgium 
and go to Canada. But the dlfficultlee 
were great. The frontiers were guard- 
ed witti aeotrlea and barbad wire. We 
bad to so to Antwaiy to get pasa- 
porta. 

After many interviews, .we received 
a letter from the Governor of Aat» 
werp giving us permission to' leave 
on the conditiona that I did not aerve 
in the war against Germany and tbat 
our properly be taxed tenfold by the 
G-arnian govemmont Another inter- 
view followed. We decided to remain 
unitil l>etter arnungamenta inlg-ht be 
made. We stayed on until May. 

During this time bad ample op- 
portunity lo observe the Belgian soul, 
the Belgian spirit. The Germana com- 
ing into Antwerp decided to german- 
ize everything. The time of Antwerp 
is one hour beihlnd that of Oermany. 
iThey decided to change the big clock -n 
the tower. This they did — but, the 
;next day when tbe face of the clock 
jsaid on» — tbe cbime atruck 12 — 
'said Antwerp: "The clock may 
look German but that 1b camouflage. 
At heart it is all Belgian." 

One day I waa called to the town 
hall of our viUaee and conducted by 
a German corporal to tbe station. Ho 
took nie lo Antwerp and presented me 
before "Lieut Amlm," where the lat- 
ter in a UnrerinK riafe accused me of 
having escaped supervision which I 
denied and referred htm to the ofll- 
cer In our villaige — by tel€i>hone my 
assertion was conflnnDd. The wrath 
of the oflloer was by no means aih 
peased but I was allowed to go borne, 
and did BO feeling quite aeoore. 

In June 1915 — I was again aum- 
moncd, thinking I should again re- 
turn that eyeotn«. This time I waa 
Informed that I was to be interned. 
I was taken to a hotel in Antwerp, 
occupied by the German military. 
Here I was maintained, not allowed 
to^gtf out;' having iUy 'mean ia'>y 
room — and at my own expense. Tbe 
next dA7 my wife arrived. Tbe room 
was comfortable and we assured our- 
selves that our lot was not so bad. 
However, three days later' I 'wns or- 
dered to leave under military, guard 
for internment in Oermany — leav- 
ing my wife behind, never to see her 
again. On June 7th, 1915, I arrived 
at Berlin. Here I was imtemed in the 
German prison at Rubleben, ,a fow 
miles from Berlin^ This is tbe camp 
for the tnternmont of ICngllEb civilian 
prisoners. I was brought before two 
militarfes — a non-commlssloncd offi- 
cer and a sergeant-major. These look- 
ed at my paper and the sergennt- 
mfljor Rlgnod It. I was then led Into 
a gloomy hall. I hadn't the remotest 
notion where I was nor who the other 
pet^le were, ' but discovered they 
were prteonera and apparently I, too 
was one. Our prison was In tbe cen- 
tre of Berlin, adjoining the police 
headquarters, lately tbe centre ot 
itb« attack by tbe government 
troops because it was tbe headquar- 
ter of the Spartacans. Tbs building 
was triangular • In shape and five 
stories high. In the centre -was a 
trlan«ul«r-«liaped qudran^e, The 
window* of the prison wer* m> ar- 
ranged that each loolieS out upon 
bare .waU — no possible communica- 
tion eould b« held with Oernlaa dt- 
izens. 

For ttaree years I remained here In 
cell No. 669. W« were under tbe charge 
of seven non-commissioned offleers 
with another officer at the head. At 
seven o'clock the immense doorst ot 
tbe priaon w«re elosfd. Theae Qoors 
had grated windows through which 
the officers could observe the prison- 
ers within. Every evening at six 
o'clock, a non-conunissioned officer 
turned tbe key and drew tbe bolt, 
. One side of tbe trlan«1« was re- 
served for men in solitary confine- 
ment — ^men who had escaped but had 
been recaptured. There, for two years 
ware fed on prison fare alont. After 
that tbey were put in dock calls. In 
1917. England and Germany entered 
liflo an agreement that thos« who 
escaped and were recaptured were to 
be impriaoBed for tipo weeiu raly. 
But tb« Germans put their own Inter- 
pretation on this clanse and made the 
punishment two weeks of dark cell. 
It was during such confinement tluit 
Don Wtlliameon went mad and tried 
to destroy all the furniture of tbe 
cell. Removed to another cell, Wil- 
liamson refused lo speak and was 
flsaUy sent io a hoapital. lie wished 
to be transferr«l t» the santtoritun aa 
he felt that be oonld escape' from 
there. Bo at tea o'iolook I waa oalled. 



as pb^ician, to attend to WUliaouoa 
who was baring a flrat-clase convul- 
sion. I gave tajm the hint to wake up 
It I threw cold waiter npoa him. Ï 
then asked the ofltoer to leave m» 
him. In the momiBff I advised that 
WlUlamsoQ be sent to the sanitarlma. 
Next night Williamson again feigned 
:hl>s dancerooa ooaviileiea and I 
j brougliit liim htm oat again and Mat 
'day I once more advised ills removal 
to a sanitorlum. Wllliamoon accord- 
lingly waa sent there, and after I got 
^out oC Genaaay I heard ot his aue- 
cessful esoai>e to Enèland. 

All natlonalitlos at vat with OiT- 
jmany were represented among the 
I prisoners. -Oat of 250 prisoners in this 
I section, 150 were Poles. The Germans 
I wanted Poles to woTk in their fac- 
, tories and took ibem out ot con- 
I (juered terrllorj'. In prison they were 
iUl-fed for a time and then aaked if 
i they would leave the prison to work. 
iThe majority oonscmtad. The general 
number o( English was 15 to 20. An 
average of '5 to 10 Oennan political 
prisopers were there all the time. 
Sonetimsa these were meiubera ot 
the Reicbatag, These often «volte 
freely against tbe German iostitutlOBa 
though tbey wauM aoi sfeak aealnat 
I the Kaiser. 

One of the prisoners was a Belgian, 
a native of Antwerp, which city he 
refused to leave although called to 
serve under the Oennan army ss bis 
parents had been QetTnans. At the 
third notice be followed bis moUier's 
advice and reiwrted. He was then 
forced to enter the German army. He 
was refused leave to see his raoth-9r 
but was allowed to visit relatives la 
Hamburg. A friend erased the word 

Hamburg and substituted tbs word 
Antwerp on bi« pass. The Belgian 
was travelling in gala uniform and 
his pass was examined but waa in full 
orders so he was allowed to go on. 
Then he took oft the unllomi, and 
eent it to bis fianose who forwarded 
it to Berlin and fled to Holland In civ- 
ilian clothes. But Werner was led 
into a trap and condemned as a de- 
serter. He was sentenced lo a dark 
cell for a number ol weeks. Called 
before a court^naKial be i>Ieaded that 
ba was a Belgian and no de^nter. 
The result was a sentence for four- 
teen years' Imprisonment. However a 
litUe later be received a paper ex- 
onerating bim and asking him lo join 
the German army. "Werner refused 
and was relmprisoned. However' he 
escaped to Bolgium In a German uni- 
form and served In the Belgian army. 

Tbe soup served the prisoners had i 
a few vegetables in it in the mornlug I 
but in the evening waa clear though 
highly and variously' coloured. I wm| 
(oix:ed to endure this diet for tbr&3| 
months, Tbe Canadian Red Cross So- 
ciety sent me parcels during my im- 
prisonment and refused to take pay-| 
ment for their kindness so I have 
tried to pay them back hero. 

On day I was told that is two days 
I would be free. Oh what news! The 
other prisoners were invited to a ban- 
quet to celebrate the news. The pri- 
soners each brought their knife, their 
fork, their spoon, their soup and their 
bt^sad. T%e aalt was provided on the 
premises. They gave me a crumb- 
tray as a souvenir. At last I waS at 
liberty. You cannot Imagine the Joy 
of the feeling. But my bopea were 
dashed for weeks as a document was 
always missing. Finally the authorit- 
ies agreed to let me go to Bolgium to 
Bee my wife who was ill. 

For three years I was outflaed In % 
cell. For one year my wife was iU. I 
begged to go and see her. Slie died. 
I waa refused permission to aUeod tlie 
funeral, and I waa being kept a pri- 
soner acaist ail law. Two years after 
my first promise of freedom I waa 
assured of liberty again and officers 
promised to let me go to Belgium to 
se my cEildreo on the way to Holland 
but superior military authority r»- 
fused me that small favour. 

Tbe day finally came when I eep- 
i^j^ted from my fellow prisoners. On 
the -way^,, to Holland I waa the only 
passenger. My seven pieces of Ivf 
gage were thoroughly examined and 
ail printed documents were taken 
from me that could be discovered. At 
one o'clock on Sunday I left Oeiman 
soli for Holland. I tried to get my 
daughter out of Belgium with tlTe^Mh 
sistance of the American Minister at 
Brussels, Mr. Wbitlock. Then one 
(lay I was called to the British Lwi- 
tlon and told I must sail on a Red 
Cross ship for England as the pri- 
soner to be exchanged for me had to 
be kept there till my arrival. Let bim 
wait, I said. However, he passed 
throngh on his way. to Germany, a 
few days later. A few days later, too, 
my daughter arrived in Holland and 
tbe two of us boarded a ship to leave 
Holland. VoT days we stayed on the 
atrip in the harl)or waiting for a wire- 
less to tell us to sail. After five days 
wo saw a convoy coming out from 
E^iand — seven posseDger ships 
convoyed by seventeen batfleshipe. 

At laat we approached tbe Thames 
river and saw two llgbtbouses guard- 
Ihk the coaat. The seventeen fp^3 
saw us safely in the bcxbor. A few 
days later I bad tlie bondn^ to be re- 
ceived by His Mojesiy. In Amcrioa, 
later, I saw the flags of Great Britain 



and Amcricau entwined and heard a 
great British staieman speaJc of the 
coBtiing harmony of the two great 
Anglo-Saxon Saxon vaeea, 
•"bût of tils war bas prevailed the 
principle ol public morale, opposed 
to Germany's dominatlim. Democracy 
baa prevailed, honour has won. I 
eaa aaaign credit to no one nation In 
particular — the credit is due to all 
the lltoerty-lovlng nations aotlne In 
concert. Belgium is a little nation but 
she did her share. The memory of 
Canada's heroes will always remain 
fresh in Canadian hearts. I^et us re- 
member our di^bt to the returned men. 

After Dr. lîcland had spoken. Miss 
Hurlbalt voiced the thanlcs of the 
Alumnae Society and said she hoped 
that Dr. Ucland would be spared to 
ser^e Canada iu the future as bo had 
in the post.

Wrestling has taken a boom at 
Brottn University this winter after a 
lapse of a year's time. A varsity team 
will compete in meets with the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, the 
Massachusetts Agricultural College, 
Phillips Anflover Academy, and several 
other institutions. Coach Herrick has 
charge of this sport and has over 80 
men meeting for practice on three 
afternoons a week. 

Several intramural meets are beins 
held, open to all on the squad. From 
the results of these meets are being 
cKosen the teams to represent Brown. 
The team starts oig with bright pros- 
pects, but as most fct the men have had 
no experience in intercollegiate wrest- 
ling, it is impossible to he certain that 
the team will meet with success. 

Wrestling hjs never been a promi- 
nent sport at Brown.
